To the casual observer un- 
acquainted with the exact condi- 
tions of the coal trade here, -it 
would seem that the coal mer- 
chants are behaving unreasonably. 
The lightermen have asked for 
a considerable’ increase in 
lighterage fees, and the Board of 
Arbitration has only granted them 
n small part of the amount asked. 
Nevertheless, the lightermen have 
agreed to the proposal of ‘the 
Board of Arbitrators and it would 
scem that the coal merchants 
should be prepured to make some 
small concessions in order to 
settle a dispute which hag been 
outstanding so long.
